Y. M. C. A. DIRECTORS MEET 



The regular monthly meeting of tho 
directors of the Y. M. C. A. was held 
Monday evening. Mr. Charles E 
Kreamer was elected president, ami 
Mr. A. J. boos, vice-president. Mr. 
Kreamer continues as chairman of the 
b;;ard of directors. 

Mr. Weaver, on behalf of the Athle- 
tic committee, presented a plan for 
issuing tickets for bowling and pool, 
whereby a slight reduction would b? 
made iii the cost of playing, and a 
better record of receipts can be kept. 
This was referred back to the com- 
mittee and the secretary, with power 
to act. and purchase the necessary 
tickets. 

Mr. Ohdyke reported for the Mem- 
bership Committee that between De- 
cember 15 and February 4 ten men, 
four women, forty-four boys and eight 
girls had taken full membership 
tickets, and five men had taken social 
membership tickets, or seventy-one 
new members. There were also re- 
newals as follows: Full membership, 
seven men. six boys; social member- 
ship, four men, total seventeen, or a 
total of new members and renewals of 
eightv-eight. This brings the mem- 
bership up to 200 of all classes, there 
having been forty-four expirations in 
January. It is hoped that when the 
canvass" that is now going on is finish- 
ed, there will be a large accession o: 
members. 

The Ladies' Auxiliary made an in- 
formal report, stating that progress 
is being made in securing new mem- 
bers. Thus far, they have supplied 



the association with twenty-six tons 
of coal this winter. 
| General Secretary W. G. Nyce re- 
ported that the rooms were open 
: twenty-three days January, with an 
' average attendance of sixty-six. H" 
stated that the equipment of the boyr.' 
game room was poor, and some of the 
games needed renewal of parts and 
i repairs. A collection taken among 
■ the directors yielded $27 for this pur- 
pose. 

His report on the gymnasium 
classes is gratifying. In the younger 
boys' class there are twenty-five, and 
a class of little girls of nine years, 
eight members. In the class of boys 
i of twelve to sixteen years, about twen 
ty, larger boys, twelve, and men and 
women's classes each about the sains 
number, lie stated that Mr. Emmett 
is demonstrating his capability in a 
very satisfactory way, his services 
having been very influential in popu- 
larizing the association among many 
boys during the past month. He re 
ferred to the increase of popular in- 
terest in the association, and to the 
warm commendation from the pastors 
of three churches during the past two 
weeks, who had made strong pleas to 
their people to support the institu- 
tion. 

He called attention to the infraction 
of the law regarding smoking ol 
cigarettes by minors, and requested 
instructions from the board. A reso- 
lution was accordingly adopted, in- 
structing the general secretary to 
post a notice in regard to the matter, 
and to enforce the law within the 
premises.

DIG OCT THE FIRE PLUGS 



Many of the fire plugs throughout 
the township are almost entirely cov- 
ered with snow, and in many places 
it would be impossible for the fire 
engines to get up to the plugs with- 
out wasting valuable time clearing 
away the snow. If there is a fire plug 
located in front of your property see 
that the snow is shoveled away with- 
out delay and while you are at it 
clear away a spiace for the fire en- 
gine to drive up in case it should be 
necessary. You never can tell what 
may happen and it is better to be 
safe than sorry. 



Somebody is going to tell on you if 
you don't pay your income tax. Con- 
gress has fixed it so that somebody 
must tell, whether he wants to or not. 

One section of the War Income Tax 
law, exhaustively comprehensive in 
scope, requires every person, without 
exception, and every corporation, part- 
nership, association and insurance 
company, as interest, rent, salaries, 
wages, premiums, annuities, compen- 
sation, remuneration, emoluments or 
other fixed or determinable gains, 
profits and income, to report the name 
and address of the person, corpora- 
tion, etc., to whom the payment was 
made, together with the amount o' 
the payment, to the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue at Washington, us- 
ing a form prescribed for the purpose 
— Form 1099. now to be had from all 
collectors' offices. The forms must 
be filled out and returned ON OR BE- 
FORE MARCH 1, 1918, accompanie'l 
by Form 1096. which is a letter of 
transmittal and affidavit certifying the 
accuracy of Form 1099.

By-Laws 

Membership — Any male resident of 
the Borough of Narberth or vicinity, 
sixteen years of age or over, is eligible 
for membership, upon signing enroll- 
ment card and paying dues. 

Dues — An initiation fee of twenty- 
five cents shall be paid upon enroll- 
ment and twenty-five cents per month 
for dues, payable first of each month 
in advance.

MYSTKK10IS 1CK CAVES 

There are several caves in the Unit- 
ed States where Nature seems to have 
become confused as to the seasons, 
according to an article in the Popular 
Science Monthly for August. During 
the late spring and early summer ice 
forms and a freezing temperature pre- 
vails, but as winter comes on the in- 
terior of the caves becomes milder, 
the ice gradually melts and a kind 
of subdued summer sets in under- 
ground. 

One of these peculiar caves is to bo 
found at Coudersport, Pa., and one at 
Decorah, Towa. The superstitious 
among the residents of these locali- 
ties give the eaves a wide berth and 
look with suspicion upon anyone dar- 
ing enough to attempt to investigate 

them. 

Edwin S. Balch. of Philadelphia, 
who has made a study of the subter- 
ranean ice mines, as they tire called, 
states that according to the theory 
evolved by investigators the formation 
of the caverns is such that the cold 
air of winter does not penetrate and 
settle in them until late in the spring 
at the time when the water from 
spring thaws is seeping through the 
walls and roof. This water meeting 
the cold air freezes and stays frown 
all summer until, as the fall season 
approaches, the warm summer air at 
last finds its way into the cave and 
melts the ice.

Sulphur occurs very widely distri- 
buted in the mineral kingdom, partly 
free, partly combined with other ele- 
ments.

In its native state sulphur 
is largely found in Sicily and Italv 
and as a general rule in abundance ;

Sulphur 
combined with a number of elements, 
such as iron, copper, lead, etc., fur- 
nishes the sulphides. In the vege-' 
table kingdom sulphur is a small 
constituent of albuminous bodies and 
of certain volatile irritant oils. More- 
over, the vegetable juices contain it 
in the form of certain sulphates- 
Times.
